Alexander Pope once said: 
“Hope gprings eternal in the 
human pbreast.’’

Pleads, “Give To

May I share ‘vith. you some 


of the problems of Southern 


Baptist work here in the far 
west? As we approach the 
Annie Armstrong Offering it 
would be well that you know 
some of these ttings. I realize 
that I see only a part of the 
whole. 


The name “Southern Bap- 
tist’’ means something here 
and bears a mark of distinc- 
tion that is so often overlooked 
in the deep south ‘and my 
home state of Mississippi. The 
basic doctrines of the Bible, 
as taught by Southern bap- 
tists, make us different and we 
are one of the very few who 
teach salvation by grace. 

In the deep South the minis- 
ér @hd the church are respect- 
ed and both are considered a 
vital part of the church and 
community life. The newspaper 
and other media offer untold 
amount of space and time to 
publish a revival and other 
news (I am aware of a few 
exceptions) to the people. As 
the minister walks down the 
street he is looked up to as 
one of the leading citizens of 
the community. NONE OF 
THIS IS SO HERE. Things I 
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I assure you.) - 

And yet, we are making 
strong headway against the 
forces of evil. Churches are 
springing up everywhere and 
preachers are coming west to 
~preach the gospel at great 
-loss, financially and otherwise, 
for the cause of Christ. Miss- 
issippi's own Grady Cothen is 
coming to California, at great 
sacrifice, to be our Executive 
Secretary because he feels God

2. Challenge Two: Interpret 
the various Baptist Founda- 
tions to Mr. Average Baptist. 
The Foundations have made 
remarkable progress. Much (of 
their appeal has been directed 
to persons of means. But is not 
the time ripe to broaden the 
stewardship of estate to all our 
people, starting when they are 
young? We took a giant step 
forward when we saw the 
strength in large number of 
smaller givers rather than only 
a few big givers. Each year, 
100,000 Southern Baptist adults 
die. Each decade, a million 
pass away. Think of the total 
value of one million estates, 
even though many of them are 
small!. The Wrigley fortune 
was built on a five cent item, 
sold in large volume. Can we 
bring the appeal of our Foun- 
dations to the man in the pew 
on a volume basis? For exam- 
ple, tying it in with the annual 
budget campaign in the 
churches? H

MINISTERS WIFE 
DEPRESSED — 
QUESTION: On this rainy 
Sunday afternoon this minis- 
ter’s wife is depressed. 
My husband is well educated 
and works very hard to be an 
‘| excellent pastor. Yet in five 
years the cost of living has 
gone up but the pastor’s salary 
has not. The 
most disturb- 
ing element is 
that I am be- 
coming bitter. 
If the people 
were truly 
Christian it 
seems to me 
that they 
would be more 
generous. Am I selfish in this? 
find it hard to maintain a 
‘radiant Christian life. 
ANSWER: People are never 
“truly Christian,’* even in the 
church. Don’t get bitter. It is 
one of the most unproductive 
emotions that I know about. 
Many denominations have al- 
ready come to grips with this 
low salary problem. They have 
a minimum salary, one on 
which a minister can exist in 
decency. Baptists donot have 
the framework to grapple with 
this problem at present.

DEPRESSED 

QUESTION: On this rainy 
| Sunday afternoon this minis- 
| ter’s wife is depressed. 

My husband is well educated 
and works very hard to be an 
excellent’ pastor.. Yet in five 
years the cost of living has 
‘gone up but the pastor’s salary 
1 has. not. The 

most disturb- 

ing element is 

that I am be- 

coming bitter: 

If the people 

were truly 

Christian it 

seems to me 

that they 

: would be more 

generous. Am I selfish in this? 

I find it hard to maintain a 
radiant Christian life. 

ANSWER: People are never 
“truly Christian,” even. in the 
church. Don’t get bitter. It is 
one of the most unproductive 
emotions that I know about. 

Many denominations have al- 
ready come to grips with this 
low salary problem. They have 
@ minimum salary, one on 
which a muuister can exist in 
decency. Baptists do not have 
the framework to grapple with 
this problem at present. The 
only thing we can do is appeal 
to the common sense and Chris- 
tian love of people to be rea- 
sonawle in paying pastors. 

I estimate that 10,000 ‘min- 
isters have left the Christian 
ministry within the last five 
years not because they'do not 
believe im it, nor “or lack of a 
call, but because of- the way 
they have been treated by such 
enurches as vours.

feet he had washed. 


2. Their Lord had been en- 
gaged in an attempt lasting as 
long as He had known these 
men to teach t:-erm the loftiness 
of the virtue of humility, the 
truth that the greatest man 
among them would be he who 
was servant of all.

These disciples may have 
forgotten this lesson as the 
Master had tuaght it in words, 
but it is safe guess that not 
one of them ever forgot the 
lesson so forcibly taught by 
example.

13:13). He did not bate one 
jot or tittle of His right to 
teach them with authority and
